kong, has recently published a pamphlet 
entitled “ The ‘Fruth About Opium,” being 
the substance of three lectures which this 
gentleman delivered in St. James's Hall 
last February, We dealt briefly with Mr.

Os the subject of the ‘American subjects, 
imprisoned in Ireland as “suspects the 
well known New York Mustrated Newspaper 
of April tsth has the following pertinent 
remarks :—It is the natural impulse of a 
strongy nation to protect its citizens in any 
quarter of the world, But the’ stronger 
and more civilized a nation is, the more 
careful it will he not to push such protec- 
tion beyond just and well-recognized limits. 
What is just and what are the proper 
limits in any given case, are always difficult 
questions. During the Seminole: War, in 
1818, General Jackson captured ARDUTHNOT, 
a Scotchman, and AunnistEn, alsoa British 
subject, engaged in inciting the Indians in 
Fiorina to revolt and furdjshing them with 
Supplies. They were tried by court- 
‘martial, ARnUTUNOT was condemned to 
death, and Amprister to fifty stripes on 
the bare back and twelve months’ confine- 
ment at hard labor with a ball and chain. 
General Jackson disapproved the sentence 
of the latter, and ordered both to be 
executed, which was done forthwith. 
This action was fiercely denounced in 
this country, and furnished a, supply 
of political ammunition for Jackson's 
enemies for many years; but it made 
no’ special excitement in Great Bri- 
tain. "It was mooted in Parliament, it 
is true, but the Ministers took the ground 
that if British subjects voluntarily involved 
themselves in the quarrels of other nations, 
they must take the consequences and not 
expect the Government to interfere. But 
the British lion has not always been so 
mild-tempered, In February, 1841, An- 
xxanper McLyoo, a British subject living 
in Canada, came across’ the Lake and 
boasted that he had been engaged in the 
burning of the Caroline while moored at a 
dock on. the New York shore, and had 
himself killed one of the victims of the 
British midnight attack on that vessel madé 
three years before, by way of reprisal for 
furnishing provisions for insurgents on the 
Canada side. He was indicted for murder 
and held for trial... The behavior of the 
British Government was in striking -con+ 
‘trast with that pursued in the Froripa 
case. Tho, lion roared with uncommon 
forocity, ‘Mr. Fox, tho Minister, on the 8th 
of February requested information, and 
in March advised our Scerctary of. State 
that he was instructed «to demand from 
the Government of the United States 
formally, in the name of'the British Go- 
vernment, the immediate release of Mr. 
“ALEXANDER McLron;" and he added :— 
“Her Majesty’s Government cannot be- 
lieve that the Government of the United 


States can really intend to set an cxample |-

We have recalled ‘these instances of 
British dealing with the subject, in view of 
the present excitement in this country con- 
cerning the detention of American citizens 
in Ireland under the Coercion Act. It has 
been our traditional policy to be zealous in 
protecting our citizens abroad—whether 
native or naturalized. In 1830 Chief Justice 
Maxsuace declared that the judicial record 
of naturalization, if in proper form, closes 
all inquiry.” By our statutes “all natural. 
ized citizens of the United. States while in 
foreign countries are entitled to and shall 
receive from this Government the same 
protection of person and property which is 
accorded to native-born citizens.” And the 
statute also provides in express terms that 
the President, when it is made known to 
him that any citizen is unjustly deprived 
of his liberty by a foreiyyn government shall 
do just what was done in Mclxon’s case— 
forthwith demand the reasons, and if a 
wrong is shown demand a release, and use 
means to obtain it not amounting to acts of 
war. These laws clearly define the duty of 
the Executive Department, but they also 
clearly show its difficulties, What is an 
unjust deprivation of Hberty? It is only 
in that case that the aid of his Government 
can be invoked bya citizen. If he wanders 
over the earth and willfully or. foolishly 
breaks the Jaws of the countries he enters, 
he must take the consequences. , He need 
not gro, and if he does gro to Rome, he must 
do as Romans do, or are bound to do. If 
he mixes in foreign quarrels, he must take 
the risks of the amusement, When AR 
netuNot and AasRisTER chose to goto Fio- 
rips and incite ignorant Indians.to revolt, 
they were hung for it, and their powerful 
Government practically said that it served 
then right. On the other hand, when 
McLrov was imprisoned, because he fal+ 
sely boasted that he had killed an Ameri- 
can citizen and helped to burn an Ameri- 
ean boat at her own dock, his Government 
loudly demanded his release becuse they 
claimed that his detention was unjust, for 
the reason that the attack on the Caroline 
was a public act, and he vas, if engaged 
at all, one of a body of men acting under 
the orders of a superior, In neither case 
was it pretended that ‘a nation is bound to 
shield its citizens in wrongdoing at home 
or abroad, 

‘Our complaint in the case .e of the prisoners 
in-[reland is that they have been immured 
indefinitely without trial. This is a just 
complaint, for until trial it cannot be known 
whether they are “unjustly deprived of 
their liberty.’ There may be. good rea- 
sons for the delay thus far suffered, but: 
indefinite delay even as to a single prisoner 
would be intolerable. The President has, 
as the law provides, demanded these rea- 
sons. If, when they are given, it shall 
appear that-American citizens, native or 
naturalized, have not been unjustly impri- 
soned or their trials unreasonably delayed, 
‘our Government and our people will be as 
quiet as Great Britain was when AuprisTER 
and ARnutunot were hung by Jacksos ; but 
if the contrary appears, they will be as 
urgent in the cases of those still detained 
as England was in the case of McLzon. 
The announcement. that some of the 
American *‘ suspects" have been released 
upon the request of our Government would 
seem to indicate that their detention had 
not been warranted in justice, and the 
demonstration of that fact would not impro- 
bably justify a demand for indemnity,

Lorp H. Lr NNOX, | one of our leading, patriots, 
has directed attention in the Commons to the 
strength and condition of the navy, drawing a 
comparison between it and.that of France and 
other nations.

We read that at.a recent mecting ‘of the San 
Francisco Microscopical Society, Dr, Harkness 
presented a bottle of “red snow,” which he 
gathered last June on the Wasatch Mountains, 
The snow was found on the north side of a spur 
which rose about 10,000 fect above the sea-level, 
and when fresh had the appearance of being 
drenched with blood,as though some large animal 
had been killed. The red snow is caused by the 
presence of a one-celled plant called Profacoceus 
nitvalts, which reproduces itself by subdivision— 
that is, the cell, divides itself into several new 
cells) This is done with great rapidity, anda 
few cells lodged in the’-snow, under favourable 
conditions, soon will give it the appearance called 
red snow. The phenomenon of red snow, has 
been observed from the carliest times, as Aristotle 
has a passage which is thought to refer to it. 
The subject was, however, lost sight of until 
brought, up. by the investigations of Saussure, 
who found red snow on the Alps in 1760. He

We read that a remarkable lecture on ‘The 
Burning of London” was given at an Irish mect- 
inp held at New York on March 19 by Professor 
Mezzerkoff, who was introduced to the assembly 
The professor stated 
that he had made a study of war and of instru- 
At a cost of 150 dols, he would 
annihilate an English war-vessel that had cost 
11,000,000 dols. and was couted with an’ iron 
He would go into 
London, Paris, Berlin, Constantinople, or St. Pe- 
tersburg with twenty men, none of them burdened 
with anything more bulky than an ordinary

480 fect, is a native of Australia, and was dis- 
covered only a few years ago. This height, haw- 
ever, thotigh giant when compared with our 
tallest hickories and pines, is, spproximated by 
many forest kings in Australia: On the island 
there are several trees which measure 420 feet 
in height—something scarcely observable else- 
where. The numberof specics of acacia with 
fragrant blossoms, which are to be found on the 
island, ia wonderful, being in all about 300, many 
of which yet require botanical names before they 
can be enumerated.
